Wavering by Western Allies. 

While the Soviet regime has 
been inflexible in its purpose, the 
Western allies have wavered.

For lack of consistency 
and because of administrative in- 
capacity they have needlessly lost 
several of the great tactical ad- 
vantages they enjoyed in 1945. 

Three years ago the defeated 
and submissive German people 
looked to the Western powers as 
their one hope of salvation from 
Russia. ‘Today German national- 
ism is resurgent and an increas- 
ing number of Germans believe 
that Germany's survival depends 
upon partnership with Russia. 

Three years ago the Germans 
were convinced that the determi- 
nation of their future rested in 
American hands. Today the Ger- 
mans see the Soviet Union dem- 
onstrate that it can prevent the 
United States from providing two 
million Germans in Berlin with 
even the bare necessities of life. 

Three years ago the Western 
allies were united. Today the 
phony Russian peace offensive 
and the Berlin war of nerves have 
begun to undermine Western 
unity 

It is all very well for Gen, Clay 
fo announce, with Washington's 
approval, that the Russians “could 
not drive us out of Berlin short 
of war.” But French public opin- 
ion has already clearly shown that 
it deprecates any course in Ber- 
lin that might result in an open 
clash. And the leaks from London

Western allies into agreeing to 
some weak compromise that will

Withdrawal from Berlin under 
Russian pressure would be a 
major blow to American authority 
in Europe It would convince 
the German people that they can- 
not look to the West for security.

The people breathed a sigh of relief to learn 
that the power strike was postponed by the gra- 
cious permission of Operating Engineers Loca! 
148. 

Such a strike would have thrown 500,000 peo- 
ple out of work and otherwise thrown the com- 
munity into a state of paralysis. For days pre- 
ceding the postponement, the St. Louis area was 
on tenterhooks, and its leaders were preparing 
as if for a siege. 

And why? Because a smail group of men, 
comprising the local, have the power to throw 
the switches over a labor dispute involving a 
few cents in wages. 

The men were advised by their leaders to ac- 
cept the company’s proposal. It was substantia}- 
lv the same proposal that had been accepted by 
eight other unions with which Union Electric 
deals. But because of a misunderstanding of the 
terms and an unwillingness or inability to an- 
alvze them. the men revolted against their lead- 
ers. 

Now we have not a 
armistice. Within a week, the community may 
have to undergo the same kind of crisis again. 

Despite the fact that the company was able to 
make a strong showing of the fairness of its 
terms, it offered to present the dispute to an 
impartial board of arbitrators. The union ar- 
rogantly refused this offer. It refused it re- 
peatedly. 

The situation is reminiscent of one in 1946, 
when the same union pulled off a five-hour strike 
because the Union Electric Co. refused to go be- 
yond the terms of its contract to discipline a 
member of the operating engineers’ union. 

it is reminiscent of the disgraceful situation in 
the same year when Pittsburgh became a ‘‘stricken 
citv” for a month when a strike was called against 
the Duquesne Light Co. 

The 1946 power strikes caused the Missouri 
Legislature to enact the King-Thompson law to 
provide drastic penalties against this kind of 
threat to health and safety, 

It is to he observed that the 
that the operating engineers on this side of the 
had no intention of walking out.

After five days of backing and filling, dairy 
companies have raised the price of milk in St. 
Louis 2 cents a quart. A few small companies 
are holding back for the time being, but their 
volume is not too important. 

4s studies of the St. Louis Consumers Fed- 
eration show, these prices are out of line as com- 
pared with prices in comparably situated cities 
Yet even after a successful anti- 
bv the Department of Justice.

Wh” The chief reason is the lack of an ade- 
qQuate supply of fluid milk in the St. Louis milk- 
shed. The dairy companies have to import ap- 
proximately 15 per cent of their annual fluid 
milk requirements from the Chicago milkshec, 
paving for it a net premium of four cents a quart. 
Although the 4-cent premium ts paid on less than 
a sixth of the milk used in St. Louis. it tends 
to set the price for the rest 
The remedy, of course, is to increase produc- 
tion of Grade-A milk in the St. Louis area. Two 
or three times enough milk is produced in the 
St. Louls area to serve Grade-A needs, but most 
of it goes into condensed milk. butter and cheese 
At Cabool, a single dairving center in Texas 
County, less than 200 miles from St. Louis, the 
Producers Creamery Co., a farm co-operative. 
converts some 25,000,000 quarts of fluid mulk 
each year into condensed milk. If the milk pro- 
duced in this one farm community alone were 
brought onto the Grade-A inspected market, it 
would go a iong wav toward freeing St. Lovis 
of coastivy dependence on the Chicago milkshed 
Caboo! is only one example chosen from sev- 
eral which might be cited. The St. Louis Depart-

Cole told Johnny that a smal! label had already 
waxed it. Mercer bought the small company and the tune, 
issued it for Capitol—and the King Cole Trio hit the jackpot.

PEGGY LEE was just another band canary who had 
warbled with Benny Goodman and a string of others Then 
she decided to go back in the one-night stands grind. Peggy 
Lee is married to a musician named David Barbour. They love 
to fool around with Mexican dialogue. They worked up a 
couple of chords, added some whacky Mexican dialogue dialect 
and waxed it for Capitol. “Manana” by Peggy Lee and Dave 
Barbour /practically became a ‘national menace, and Peggy 
Lee and Dave Barbour are cashing in via a string of nightspot 
dates coast-to-coast.

‘EIGHT YEARS AGO a struggling pianist was entertaining 
at a party in an Albany hotel. As it often happens at parties, 
he got a little high. Someone suggested that he play some- 
thing “original.”

(Composers never 
have anything else to write on.) Columbia recorded the tune 
as a piano solo with rhythm accompaniment and it caught on.

it wouldn't make the Hit Parade, called the pluggers off the 
song. The pluggers asked their contacts to do other numbers. 
This one was “dead.” But the singer had already waxed it 
and he couldn't get his record company to withdraw it from 
the market. And a good thing they didn't—because “To Each 
His Own” made a “name” out of an obscure singing band-

Most of Them Have Plenty of Reasons to Be Meat and Potatoes Men

Y husband simply will 
not eat things like 
tongue,” says Birdie the 


66 


Bride. 

Of course he won't. The poor 
chump is a plain meat and po- 
tatoes man because he is as wary 
as a mountain billy goat when 
something unusual turns up on 
his table. His first reaction is 
that Birdie has been out with the 
girls from the bridge club and 
has brought one of their recipes 
home, He’s been stung too often. 


That is the principal reason 
why s0 many men get into the 
steak and chop routine and never 
get out of it. Not that there is 
anything wrong with steaks or 
chops, but consider, for a minute 
or two, all the fine dishes they 
are passing up without knowing 
any better. We will never make 
civilized eaters out of the males 
until we pry the frying pans out 
of the hands of their wives. 

Tongue is one of the best of 
the variety meats. Here is a 
method of cooking it that sounds 
formidable but really isn’t too dif- 
ficult: 

Soak a smoked tongue of about 
four pounds in cold water. Now 
put it in a pot and cover with 
water. Add a clove of garlic, 
eight nicked peppercorns, three 
slices of seeded lemon, a bay leaf, 
some celery tops, salt and pepper. 
Bring the water to a boil, turn 
down the flame and simmer until 
the tongue is nice and tender. 
Trim off thick skin and cords. 
Slice. 

Now chop up some parsley, 
onion and chives very fine, about 
two tablespoons of each. Chop a 
few mushrooms fine and sprinkle 
with lemon juice. Run enough 
cooked chicken through the grind- 
er to make a cup. Melt a fourth 
of a cup of butter in a pan and 
put in all the chopped and ground 
stuff. Stir and add a little Madeira 
and tomato paste, enough to make 
the mixture into a spread. Now 
spread the tongue slices with the 
mixture and cover with a piece af 
cooked ham cut the same size. 
Wrap each sandwich in a piece of 
oiled, buttered paper, folding in

Put a half cup of the wa- 
ter in which the tongue was boiled 
in another pan, add three table- 
spoons of tarragon vinegar, a 
teaspoon of finely chopped spring 
onion, and cooked down to one- 
half the quantity. Stir this into 
the first mixture, add two table- 
spoons of chopped vinegar pickle, 
a teaspoon of capers and a tea- 
spoon of finely chopped parsley. 
Put around the tongue and serve. 

It is good cold, too, like this: 

Cook a large, fresh beef tongue 
in water with some salt and herbs 
until it is tender. Cool it a little 
and peel. Melt butter in a heavy 
pot and brown the tongue well 
before it gets entirely cold. Add 
a little flour to the grease, pour in 
a cup of good white wine, fill to 
cover with water. Toss in a large 
onion cut in half and a few cloves. 
Simmer for five or six hours over 
the lowest of low fires. The juice 
should be well reduced. Now fish 
it out and put in a pan just a 
little larger than the tongue, pour 
the juice over it, and put it in the 
refrigerator to get cold in its own 
jelly.

Moody Institute at Chicago Has Record Number Preparing for Work in Mission Field

CHICAGO, July 6, 

HERE’S an intense air of ur- 

gency at the Moody Bible In- 

stitute today that would move 
the bearded, energetic founder of 
the world’s largest Bible schovl 
Dwight L. Moody, to break into 
a smile of pleasure and a cry of 
“Praise God!”, were he alive. 

The record number of 1500 dav 
students from 65 different Prot- 
estant denominations now enrolled 
at the school don’t saunter be- 
tween classes in the 25 buildings 
sprawled across 12 acres of Chi- 
cago’s Near North Side. They 
seem to race, as if there weren't 
enough minutes in the day to ac- 
complish their mission. There is 
little of the corridor gaiety cus- 
tomarily found in other colleges; 
instead, there seems to be a seri- 
ousness of purpose among’ these 
young men and, Women, whose 
average age is 23 and who take 
but 30 minutes for lunch, so ab- 
sorbed are they in acquiring as 
much knowledge of the Bible as 


‘quickly as they can. 


Outside of the main administra- 
tion building at almost any time 
of the day there may be seen a 
half dozen trucks backed up to 
the curbing. They await the thous- 
ands of tracts and books to be 
shipped to the 12,000 active cor- 
respondence school students scat- 
tered over the globe. And on the 
top floor of the same imposing 
12-story administration building 
are two institute radio stations, 
which devote 14 hours daily of 
continuous broadcast to the Chris- 
tlan message. 

This spirit of earnestness and 
acceleration which amazes strang- 
ers becomes understandable after 
a visit with Dr. William Culbert- 
son, installed a few weeks ago as 
the institute’s sixth president. A 
tall, cheerful man, the 42-year-old 
director of what has been called 
“the powerhouse of American 
Fundamentalism,” turns’ rather 
grim as he begins his explanation 
with the revelation of his firm 
conviction that present world con- 
ditions may betoken. the second 
coming of Jesus Christ. As we sat 
across the desk from him in his 
book-lined office, Dr. Culbertson 
picked up a copy of the New Tes- 
tament. He tapped it gently as 
he said, in a resonant voice, “I 
base my conviction on the Bible, 
which teaches us that if the Jews 
return to Palestine, and there is 
a great apostasy and a rising tide 
of fear on earth, Our Lord may 
very well return again.” Dr. Cul- 
bertson went on to point out the 
Jews have returned to the Holv 
Land; the great apostasy or a 
falling away from the church is 
indicated by “great multitudes 
who know nothing of Jesus Christ 
in our world today;” and the de- 
velopment of the atom bomb and 
the talk of war among the nations 
may very well be the great <en: 
that exists in our world. 

Dr. Culbertson paused at 
moment, and then added: 

“So you see why we're so busy 
here today. We have a great deal 
to do in order to do what Christ 
told us to do. We may be short 
of time.” 

At this point he turned and 
pointed out the window where 
workmen could be seen building 
additions to the Institute’s pres- 
ent structures. He smiled and saia, 
“That’s a paradox for you. Here 
we are busy going ahead with ex- 
pansion plans as we talk of ‘the 
possibility of our age coming to 
an end.” 

The soft-spoken, humble-appear- 
ing Dr. Culbertson, who once was 
the youngest Bishop ever to serve 
the New York and Philadelphia 
Svnod of the Reformed Episcopal 
Church before he came to the in- 
stitute in 1942 as dean of educa- 
tion, is certainly not the dynamic 
yangee in the or Moody

He stuck to large 
cities and cultivated industrial ex- 
ecutives to get money for the Bible 
Institute he founded in 1886. Once, 
during the Chicago World’s Fair in 
1893, Moody pitched a big circus 
tent and preached to 20,000 persons 
a day, collecting an average of 
$800 a day. The money he collect- 
ed put MBI on easy street and it 
soon was on its way to becoming 
the largest of the 169 Bible 
schools in the world.

When West ducked, South went 
right up with dummy’s king, hop- 
ing to steal the trick, but East 
of course won with the ace and 
continued with the diamond queen. 


Declarer ruffed high and now 
led two rounds of trumps, ending 
in dummy. His next move was 
to cash the spade king—and right 
there and then his chances faded. 
Even though West showed out, 
there was no way to capture the 
spade queen and it became the 
setting trick. 

South paid very little attention 
to the information he had con- 
cerning West's distribution. East's 
failure to follow the second lead 
placed West with eight clubs, and 
shortly afterward he showed two 
hearts and two diamonds. True, 
he might have one spade, but 
with at least four spades marked 
in the East hand, the odds were 
very great that the missing queen 
was not held singleton by West.
